As I told you 
I bought the entire Hines Collection and sold off 
everything (mostly to the dealers) except the early 
cents and the colonials.

I regret to say that I have not had an opportunity to be in 
New York since hearing from you on August 22, 19^9 and, there- 
fore, will have to postpone our meeting until such time as one 
of us goes into the den of the other. 

You indicated that you were going to check your Fugio cents, and 
I am wondering if you found any new varieties not listed by me. 

I have just finished classifying all of my coins according to 
your book and it certainly was a pleasure. As you noted when 
you were out here, my 1802 with 000 in the fraction is uncircu- 
lated gorgeous and much finer than those about which you knew.

With respect to the Hines colonials, I wonder if you have a list 
of the coins, especially a li3t of the rarities. If you have, I 
would appreciate your sending it to me. 

I am doing some new research on colonial coinage and will come 
out with some unimportant publication in due course. 

At the present time the Art Museum in St. Louis has all of the 
art showing views on the Mississippi Rivsr, and there has been 
a great deal of interest in a group of bank notes I loaned to 
them for the purpose. Curiously enough, the bank notes recorded 
pictures of activities which apparently were not otherwise pre- 
served ,
